Beneficial effects of the Common Garden Ant, Lasius niger L., on the Black Bean 
Aphid, Aphis fabae Scopoli. 
[ABSTRACT. | 
In field experiments with colonies of Aphis fabae attended by Lasius nger, the 
ants afforded some protection to the aphids against their natural enemies ; but at the 


same time, whether enemies were present or not, the ants increased the rate of aphid 
multiplication and delayed the production of winged forms.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE ORDINARY MeetTING HELD on 6th Juty, 1955. 
Mr. R, F. Bretuerton, C.B., Vice-President, in the Chair. 
Present: 66 Fellows and 13 Visitors. 


Before the meeting formally opened the Vice-President extended a welcome to 
Professor Charles Seevers of the University of Chicago and Dr. Robert Mussard from 
Port Lyautey, Morocco. 


The minutes of the Ordinary Meeting held on 1st June were confirmed and signed 
by the Vice-President.

The Secretary read the names of the following newly elected Fellows of the Society : 
Mr. Ronald Coates Bland, 7, Stanmore Road, Watford, Herts. ; Sultan Ali Chaudhry, 
429, North Park Street, Madison 5, Wisconsin, U.S.A. 


Mr. E.G. Philp, Mr. G. G. E. Scudder and Professor O. Theodor signed the Obligation 
Book and were admitted Fellows of the Society. 


Mr. W. Victor Harris gave a paper, illustrated by lantern slides, entitled “ Termite 
architecture in West Africa.” 


A short discussion followed in which Mr. Harris said, in reply to an enquiry by 
Mr. Bretherton, that while in damp climates a mound vacated by termites might dis- 


appear in twenty or thirty years, there appeared to be no limit to their persistence in 
dry areas. 


Mr. C. R. Ribbands having asked what proportion of mounds were occupied, Mr. 
Harris replied that, as there was no good technique for boring, sampling was difficult 
and laborious. In some areas most of the large mounds are occupied and new mounds 
are Jn course of building, while in others few if any are occupied by the original species 
and signs of new construction are absent. 


Mr. T. R. E. Southwood asked what interval elapsed before termites started building 
again underground, after attempts at eradication, and Mr. Harris said that if the queen 
cell and sufficient fungus garden were left they started again almost at once. 
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Mr. Bretherton enquired how far anti-termite precautions in buildings were stand- 
ardized and put into operation. Mr. Harris said that the attitude to the problem 
varied, but in the more highly developed countries there were definite precautions. 


Mr. J. M. Holborn mentioned that on a recent visit to Nigeria he had noticed that 
steps were regularly taken to prevent damage by termites in the ground nut stores. 


Dr. J. MacLeod gave a paper on the geographical distribution of blowflies in Great 
Britain, an abstract of which appeared on page 20. 


Mr. Garrett-Jones enquired whether there was a close co-ordination of species 
observed with types of habitat, to which Dr. MacLeod replied that the results were 
not yet fully correlated, but preliminary analysis suggested that in any given region 
it was possible to forecast the area in which a particular species would occur. 


Mr. Bretherton enquired if Dr. MacLeod had made any check on distribution by 
other methods of trapping, to which Dr. MacLeod replied that, although the bait 
trap method he had used was the only practicable one for routine use, it must be biassed 
between species. The release and recapture method had been used as a check, and it 
in turn checked by using one hundred metre square tent-traps put down at dusk. The 
population per acre gave a very close result to that obtained by the release recapture 
method. 


In reply to an enquiry by Mr. Skellam, Dr. MacLeod said the survey had answered 
their major purpose and supplied useful incidental information.
